ENEMY mm 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 


FRANCE. March 14—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press)—The American forces 
northwest of Toul carried .out an im- 
portant- raid on tho German 
lines 


Monday night. 


The artillery preparation lasted 45 
minutes, and the Americans entered 
the German defences, as far as the 
second line. They found a number of 
German dead from shell lire, and some 
of those who were retreating were shoe 
down.. 
The American pioneers accompany- 


ing the infantry blow up enemy dug- 
outs. No'prisoners were taken, chiefly 
because of the fact that the Germans 
did not remain to fight, but ran pre- 
cipitately at the approach of the Amer- 
icans. All the Americans returned to 
their own lines. 
The American artillery last 
night 


completely obliterated a German posi- 
tion in which 200 eas projectors had 
been set lip ready i'or a gas attack. 
The projectors were discovered late 
yesterday in a photograph taken from 
the air. 
As soon as they were definitely lo- 


cated there was a great concentration 
of American artillery fire and the pro- 
jectors and the entire position were 
destroyed. 
In the last gas attack upon Ameri- 


can troops only 75 projectors 
were 


used. The new attack, therefore, had 
been planned on a much more' exten- 
sive scale.

"The situation 
arising 
from 
the 


scarcity of farm labor demands that 
the call to the colors of men actively 
completely and assiduously engaged in 
the planting or cultivating of a crop, 
but who are in Class 1 and within the 
new quota, should be deferred until 
the end of the new quota. Please in- 
struct your local boards, 
therefore, 


that the president directs that, in fill- 
ing this emergency call, 
they 
shall 


pass the order numbers of such men 
and defer their call for the present. 
It must be borne in mind that 
thia 


step is taken solely in tie need of 
the nation and not for the benefit of 
any 
individual. 
Therefore, 
while 


boards should consider it a grave duty 
to exercise this power to conserve and 
augment agricultural production, they 
should observe closely the conduct of 
those deferred and immediately upon 
becoming convinced that any 
person 


so deferred is not giving his 
entire 


time and earnest attestion to asricul- I 
tural duty, or that he is trifling with 
the deferment thus granted him, the 
board should forthwith call him to the 
colors. All citizens should assist 
in 


making- thia expedient 
effective 
and 


bringing to the attention 
of

boards cases meriting deferment, 
well as cases in which deferment is 
being abused."

spoken disparagingly of our soldiers ii 
Prance. He added that their freudon 
from drunkenness is the more remark 
able since they are billeted in French 
families, most of whom have liquor i 
their homos.

In which American soldiers.are held In 
Prance, the speaker told of a French 
woman of superior 
family, who, ii 


sending her young daughter to Par! 
from another city, went

This will delay the second draft, 
Provost Marshal General Crowder has 
announced that he will not go ahead 
with it until the law is changed. 


At the time the minority report was 


filed Gen. Crowder was before the sen 
ate military committee urging speedy 
consideration of the measure and 
another to -require registration of al 
men attaining 21 years of age since 
last June 5. He appeared greatly con- 
cerned when he learned that the legis- 
lation was checked. 
The senate has passed the bill to 
change the basis of 
apportionment, 
Representatives Gordon, Shallenberger 
Wise, Nichols, Harrison and Hull join- 
ed in tho dissenting report, which de- 
clared that tho proposal would subjec 
"to the arbitrary will and authority of 
those in control of the nation's military 
power the 9,000,0000 men 
registered 
except only those unconditionally ex- 
empt from the draft, as fully and com 
pletely for all practical purposes a; 
those already inducted into the military 
service." 
' "If congress," the dissenters added, 
"is prepared to deliver the bodies oi 
these 9,000,000 men into the hands of 
the military authorities without con- 
dition or limitation, then it should pass 
this joint resolution; if not, it should 
be defeated." 
Five democrats and one republican 


constituted the minority, which <~ 
clared that the resolution would create 
a favored class to feast on war profits. 
Legislation to abolish the extra al- 


lowance of 50 per cent in pay to men 
in the aviation service was approved 
by Gen, Crowder. who detailed 
the 
reasons given by Gen. Pershing, Secre- 
tary Baker and the general staff—that 
aviation was not more hazardous than 
other branches of the service, accord- 
ing to" the percentage of fatalities, and 
that there now was no difficulty in se- 
curing men for aviation work without 
the attraction of extra pay.

A^ a result of complaints brought to 


Mayor Perry D. Thompson by A. S.

cantile maritime, power, there appears 
,the same fact of fatal loss of time 
where time was precisely the thing we 
could not afford to lose. . 


It really began back in December, 


1914, when .Woodrow Wilson asked that 
congress pass a bill creating a ship- 
ping board to purchase, construct and 
operate merchant vessels in the foreign 
trade of the United States. Our neces-

slty was manifest. The great war had

started in August, 1914, and for our 


I - own safety and prosperity It seemed

wise to have our own mercantile fiesta.

But the bill was defeated by a no- 


' > toricus filibuster.

AND BELGIUM, March 12—(By the 
Associated Press)—This has been an- 
other day of Ideal lighting weather but 
there has been no change in the situa- 
tion. The British .and German mili- 
tary machines—tuned up to the finest 
pitch and probably as nearly perfect 
as it is possible to make .them—are 
still awaiting the signal which will 
send them crashing against each other.

Meanwhile the artillery pounds away 
in thunderous duels at' various points 
and myriad airmen sire busy bombing, 
photographing and acting as eyes for 
the respective armies. 


British airmen have been doing mar- 


vellous work recently. The first ten 
days of March as a whole have beeij 
among the best yet recorded for the 
service. During that period, in addi- 
tion to a vast amount of reconnoitering 
and photographing, the intrepid Brit- 
ishers destroyed 39 German airplanes 
and brought down 40 others out of 
control, despite the fact that the first 
two or three days of the month .were 
so stormy that aerial activity was vir- 
tually impossible. Against this great 
total. 15 British machines are reported 
missing. 


Yesterday another line record was 


made but the official figures are not 
yet available. 
Air Battles Behind German Lines 


There have been many air 
battles 
and .virtually all have occurred behind 
the German lines which means that 
the British airmen have been carrying 
the aerial war vigorously into the ene- 
my territory.

AMERICANS DESTROY 


IY 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 


FRANCE. March 14—(By the Asao 
elated Press)—The American force* 
northwest of Toul carried out an im- 
portant raid oh the German 
lines 


Monday night. 
The artillery preparation lasted 45 
minutes, and the Americans entered 
the German defences, as for as the 
second line. They found a number of 
German dead from shell fire, and some 
of those who were retreating were shot 
down. 
The American pioneers accompany- 


ing the infantry blew up enemy dug- 
outs. No prisoners were taken, chieily 
because of the fact that the Germans 
did not remain'to fight, but ran pre- 
cipitately at the approach of the Amer- 
icans. All the Americans returned to 
their own lines.V 
The American artillery last 
night 
completely obliterated a German posi- 
tion in which 200 gas projectors had 
been set up ready for a gas attack. 
The projectors were discovered late 
yesterday in a photograph taken from 
the air. " 
As soon as they were definitely lo- 
cated there was a great concentration 
of American artillery fire and the pro- 
jectors and the entire position were 
destroyed. 
In the last gad attack upon Ameri- 


can troops only 75 projectors 
were 
used. The new attack, therefore, had 
been planned on a much more exten- 
sive scale.

One of the discoveries made when 


Nicholas quit was that Russia wasn't 
Russian, but largely a conglomeration 
of different peoples, varying in lan- 
guage, customs. Ideals and conditions, 
and many of them desirous of Inde- 
pendence of Russia. Mere capacity for 
•elf-government of Russians as Russia 
was a serious and dubious question. 


Within a short time, such impor- 


tant parts as Finland, Siberia, Polish 
Russia and the Ukraine have split off, 
and it is doubtful whether Russia can 
met regain them save by a war espe- 
cially for that purpose. Surely, 
the 


birth of a half-dozen independent 
countries is making history rapidly. 


Within four months, Russia proper, 


that is, the part of her conceded to be 
her de facto government, has witness- 
ed the passing of three of her four 
leading spirits. Kerensky has been 
followed by Krylenko and 
Trotzky. 


Lenlne is alone left, and he is so pro- 
German that he! cannot last long. As 
the day of the Russian statesman pass- 
eth, there rises, over In the far east, 
the star of a fighter. General Semen- 
off has a. strong force of 
Cossacks 


which Is- hourly being augmented, and 
he is after the Siberian railway, the 
main artery of Russia, without which 
no government at Petrograd can long 
survive 
Semenoff is likely to make 


some more Russian history every day, 
especially if he be Joined by the Japa- 
nese, who are now planning to protect 
the Interests of the allies in that re- 
flon.

FIGHTING THE SUBMARINES 
The staying power of the Allies con- 


tinues to grow but that power must 
be applied more effectively than in the 
past in order to beat the Central pow- 
ers 
Starvation by a blockade is no 


longer possible because Germany can 
draw supplies from Russia for the re- 
mainder of the war. She can never be 
beaten until the submarines are beaten 
to a standstill and to that the genius 
of this nation must be primarily di- 
rected 


The policy of building ships faster 


;than the "subs" can -jiink them is a 
poor makeshift. Why not build sub- 
marines to go in and get the German 
destrojers at their base or immediate- 
ly after leaving. It should not be im- 
possible to. find some undersea method 
of .fighting this menace. 
Where 
is 


American ingenuity that it 
cannot 


solve this problem? The submersible 
Is Germany's chief weapon at sea and 
it is a most destructive weapon, but 
.the Entente seems to have left it en- 
tirely to the enemy. Is it not possible 
by me'ana of the submarine to pene- 
trate and destroy some of the German 
naval bases? . It would seem that they 
might easily bo reached if a few in- 
ventors of the practical kind and a 
crew of courageous seamen like George 
Charette were selected to take the task 
in hand. We want not only submarine 
chasers but submarine detectives un- 
der water. An underwater detective 
boat that would locate the submarines 
and explode one o£ those depth bombs 
close by is the demand of the hour. 
Moreover, an attachment is needed 
for the depth tomb that will permit 
the ship that uses it to set out of 
range of the explosion when the depth 
bomb is launched. 
Such an attach- 


ment is provided for certain kinds of 
bombs on land. This submarine prob- 
lem seems to be abandoned as insu- 
perable judging from the passive man- 
ner of treatment adopted. It is more 
'necessary to stajnp out this menace 
than to go over the top in France. 


DILLON AS LEADER 


The selection of John Billon as lead- 


er of the Irish Nationalist party is 
probably the best that could have been 
made. He is the oldest man in the 
party In point of service and there 
never was a more uncompromising pa- 
triot than Dillon. He is a forceful, it 
might bo said a fiery speaker, but he 
lacks the calmness of temperament 
that was one of Redmond's most dis- 
tinguishing characteristics. 


He will doubtless carry out Mr. Red- 


mond's policy on home rule so far as 
that is feasible. The fight was won 
in 1914 and it cannot go backward. 
All that remains to be settled is the 
plan under which home rule will be 
made acceptable to all sections of the 
people. Dillon will never countenance 
any halfway measure. 


SERVICE AT COST 


It seems quite probable that the ser- 


vice at cost plan will offer the best 
method of 
rehabilitating the street 


railway companies of the state, now 
laboring under financial difficulties. It 
appears that even the increase of fare 
to six cents is not sufficient to enable 
the roads to give the service demanded 
ed by the public. The great trouble 
with the service at cost is, that what- 
ever the cost may .be, the public will 
have to pay whether the fare be six, 
eight or ten cents. If the public could 
be protected against extravagance, the 
system might afford the most practical 
solution of present difficulties.

United States once .more a great mer- 
cantile maritime power, there appears 
the same fact, of fatal loss of time 
where time was precisely the thins we 
could not afford to lose. 
It really , began back in December, 


1914, when Woodrow Wilson asked that 
congress pass a bill creating a ship- 
ping board to purchase, construct and 
operate merchant, vessels in the foreign 
trade of the United States. Our neces- 
sity was manifest. The great war had 
started in August, 1914, and for our 
own safety and prosperity it seemed 
wise to have our own mercantile fleets. 


But the bill was defeated by a no- 


torious filibuster. 


It was reintroduced in 1916, upon the 


insistence of Wilson and Secretary Mc- 
Adoo and became law on September 7, 
1816. 
But 20.precious months had al- 


ready been lost.

A member of Presi- 


dent Wilson's cabinet recently said to 
your correspondent; 
"If the war' sit- 


uation becomes critical this summer

Acting in accordance with the pro- 


visions of the new law, President Wil- 
son sent in to the senate In December. 
1916, the nominations of five men to 
constitute the shipping board. 
They 


were not acted upon 
for 
nearly a 


month. However, on January 30, 1917, 
the board was organized by the elec- 
tion of William Denman of California 
as chairman. 
The Emergency Fleet 


corporation, a subsidiary of the ship- 
ping board, was also organized, Gen- 
eral William Goethals being made gen- 
eral manager. 


It should be explained that the fleet 


corporation is the body which lets the 
contracts and looks after the manu- 
facture of ships. 
The shipping board 


Is the.body which operates them after 
they are completed. 


Denman and Goethals had hardly 


gotten into 'office when there began 
the famous controversy over a policy—• 
whether wooden or steel snips or both 
should be built; and how many of each. 
Of course, some real work was done. 
Designs for wooden ships and Btee] 
ships were drawn up and adopted. 
Contracts for ship construction and for 
shipyard building were prepared. 'And 
in all arrangements were made for the 
building of 463 ships with a total ton- 
nage of a little over two million. 


The controversy between Denman 


and Goethals continued, however, un- 
til on July 24 last, when both resigned. 
This was followed by the resignation 
of two other shipping board members. 


All of which necessitated a complete 


change in the shipping board and the 
Emergency Fleet corporation officers. 
E. N. Hurley became chairman of the 
former and president of the latter on 
July 27 last. 
Goethals was succeeded by Admiral 
Japps, who was succeeded by Admiral 
Harris, who was succeeded by Charles 
Piez.

vas that Goethals left with his ap- 
proval contracts for 1,420,000 tons of 
ships

Under the Hurley regime the causes 


of delay have been as follows—labor 
roubles, congestion in railway move- 
ment, black of material for wood ships, 
and shortage of workers due to the 
ack of proper housing facilities. 


The delay due to labor troubles has 


jeeri the least fatal. 
Thirty-seven 


ompanies had strikes in S4 plants, 61 
were due to the wage question and 2 
o working conditions.

f the wage adjustment board has 
ervod to reduce this trouble to a mini- 
!ium. 
The tie-up of freights in the severe 


vfnter weather ot December and Jan- 


uary this year caused a serious dela 
in the movement of material both fo 
the steel and the wood ships.

Thunderous Duels 


Meanwhile the artillery pounds away 


in thunderous duels at various points 
and myriad airmen are busy bombing, 
photographing and acting as eyes for 
the respective armies. 


British airmen have been doing mar- 


vellous work recently. 
The first ten 
days of March as a whole have been 
among the best yet recorded for the 
service. During that period, in addi- 
tion to,a vast amount of reconnoitering 
and photographing, the intrepid Brit- 
ishers destroyed 39 German airplanes 
and brought down 40 others out of 
control, despite the fact that the first 
two or three days of the month were 
so stormy that aerial activity was vir- 
tually impossible. Against this great 
total, 15 British machines are reported 
missing:.
